Your Exceljency, 


to infora you that the Council of Ministers of the Revolutionary Government of 
Cipz, meeting in extraordinary cession to note and examine the joint resolution of 
the United States Concres3, has agreed to issue the foliowlng statement 

"Tn an international situation fraught with dramatic tensiens, Cube confronts 
tha risks of an armed attack directed by the United States Coverrment. fs the 
repeated statements and prenouncenents of members of the Cougress ani leading 
policy-makers of the United States, including those of the Secretary of State and 
of President Mennedy himself, and to the campaigns, bisesed nzvs reports and 
editorisis of that country's Press, there is now added, with all due official 
standing, the joint resolution adcpted by the United States Congress. This joint 
resQluticn, waich eabedies in ἃ starz and unusual form the whole policy of 
aczression and subversion that has characterized the international conduct of the 
United States Govermment in relation to Cubs, constitutes an open, unfelgmed and 
uninhibited proclamation of a tine of aggression and force which the imperialist 
Covernzent ΟΣ the United States is pursuing against the Republic of Cuba in 
vlolntion of the nost ele entaxy principles of international lew and of the Charter 
of the United Fations. 

"It is stated in the United States Congressional resolution that the United 
States is determined to prevent by whatever means may be necessary, including 
the use of arms, the régime in Cuba from extending by force its δι θροῦν 
ageressive or subversive activities to any part c. this hemiaphere; to prevent in 
Cuba the creation or use of an externally supported militery capability endangering 
His Excellency U Thant,

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the security of the United States; end to work with the Organization o? American 
States and the Cuban ccinter-revolutionaries in the subversion of our country. 
"In the face of such pronouncements, which are rade in ths heat of the 
atmosphere of hbysteri2 that pervades and dominates the United States political 
ecene tnese days, and which are prospted by the cynical accumulation of 1125, 
BSlanders and conflicting statementa concerning Cuba's international conduct, the 
Council of Ministers wishes to make erystal clear to all the peoples οὔ the world 
the position of the people and Revolutionary Government of Cuba on each of the 


questions raisec in the course of tiis cazmaim that has been waged in order to

prepare United States public opinion psyckologically for the aggression nov being 
planned. The Council ὦ} Ministers also wishes to state, in downright and 
ummistasable terms, the reply waich the people and Revolutionary Government of 
Cubs return, cainly but wits irrevocable and vehement determination, to the United 
States joint Congressional resclution. 

"The Revolutionary Government of Cuba states once again thet our country's 
foreign policy is based on the principles of non-intervention, on the right o? 
nations to self-determmination, on recomition of the sovereimm equality of States, 
on freedom of trade, on the settlement of international disputes by negotiation 
and on the will to coexist peacefully with cll the pecples of the world. 

"Feaitaful to these canons of its internstional policy and to the principles 
embodied in the Charter cf the United Nations, Cuba constitutes no danger to the 
security of any country on cur continent; τ has entertained, and entertaias, no 
aggressive intentions towards any such country, but instead the most absolute 
respect for the policy orf 'non-intervention’; it is convinced that, as cur own 
national history shows, every people has the sovereign right to chart jts own 
historical course without hateful taterference from outside. Far from having 
violated this intermational rile since the triumph of our Revolution, Cuba, on the 
contrary, kas constantly fallen victim - with loss of life and treasure as the 
painful result - to intervention in its domestic policy and to acts of aggression 
mounted in the territory of ovher countries of the continent: not only in that of 


the United States but clso in that cf some Latin American countries whose 
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Governments, disregarding the genuine feelings of their peoples; have joined with 
concealed or avoved complicity 18 the chorua of the United States Government's 
imperialist calumnies. 

"The recent history of our continent - including, alcng the var, the 
humiliation of Playa Girén for which the President of the United States took official 
reeponsibility and for which use vas made c? the territory, and the obsequious 
co-operation of the Governments, of cther countries of the continent - snows who 
have been the violators of the ‘non-intervention’ principle end of tne cbligaticn 
to reapect the right of peoples to self-determination. Once again, let cur doctrine 
of unlimited respect for the sovereignty of other American States be proclaivued 


in the face of the infamous false accusation iiplicit in the Joint resolution of the 
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ted States Congress, end let the assurance he uttered that Cusa will never seck 


> extend by force any aggresaive or subversive s.ctivities to any country in this

It has merely sougnt, as 
43 its historical and legal right, to develcp the life of the nation under ‘the 
political and social system which its pecple, in exercise of ite iralienaple 
sovereignty, has chosen of its own free will. Far from baving achieved thie ain, 
Cuba has aufferad conetant interference in its internel affairs and the mogt 
ghameless ana intolerable aggression oy te Government οὔ the United States, which, 
dn contemt of international lay, bas persisted in trying - vainly - to return 

Cuba to the caudition of slavery, poverty, backvardness, exploitation and oppression 
45 which it was sunk for half δ century cf fictitious sovereignty and political 
pseudo-demoeracy. It 18 not the Revolutionary Covernment of Cura which is 
threatening the security of the United States and other countries of the hemlaphere. 
It is the imperialist Government of the United States woich 18 gravely endangering 
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the security of ρα, of the whole hemisphere and of the world, with its 
policy of aggression, intervention end provocation, carried on 
manifest complicity of certain Latin pmertcan régimes, despite the contrary 
policy of other Latin American Governments which support the principle of 
‘non-intervention' and the nations' right of self-determination, the living 
root of our common nistory and the imsortal leemcy of Bolfver, Jugrez and 
Martf, 
"While trying to represent Cuba as a threat to its security end a danger 
to other countries of the hemisphere, the Covernment of the United States 
nas resorted to ail possible means in or-er to overthrow the Revolutionary 
Government and destroy the political, eccnomic eni sovial order which the 
Cucan people fs tuilding with the use of the powers deriving from its right 
Οἵ seif-uetermination, its independence ard its soverefanty., The United 
ped every resort - from a campaign of slander, the 
sugar quota for the United Svates market, diplomatic 
tting, cutting off the supply of petroleum, burniig sugar-cane fields, 
ltration ty the agents of the CIA, support for the counter-revolution, 
economic emtargc, the murder of workers, peasants, ‘eachors and militiamen, 
the clendes*ine introducticn of explosives and erms into the country, systez

the organization, training, Yinarncing, direction and armed protection of the

mercenary invacers of Playa Cir6n, not to mention the use of tne Susenténamo 


naval base as a shelter for spies, agents provocateurs, verrorists, 
counter-revelutionaries and fugitives from Cuban justice. 

The Government of the United Stetes nas not only perpetrated the most 
br tal economic aggression against our ccuntry, but has also waged a camraign 
of pressure in the capitals of all latin American countries to make them 
break orf relations with Cuba and this isolate it from the nations which have 
economic and social problems similar to its own with which it has ties of 
tbicod and comminity of language and culturs. The Unitei States Government 


has promoted international conferences to condem ovr courtry, forcibly

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brought about our expulsion from the Organization of American States and 
called, albeit to no effect, for diplomatic and economic sanctions, without 
heeding the fact that this policy sericusly damaged the prestige of the 


' anti-intervertionist feelings, independent

Governments and wounded our people 
spirit and rocted faith in self-determination. 

“Tae United States has harassed our trade in every corner of the world 
to which its influence extends, interfering with end sabotaging the sale of our 
products end promoting a real international boycott egainst our economy. It is 
8 cecret to no one that at this very moment the Government of the United States 
15 neavily pressing comtries euch es the United Kingdom, Norway, Greece and 
others, which nave made sea traffic an essential means of life, not to allow 
their ships to transport goods to Cuba - including food end medicements - and 
wnat it has persuaded the Government of West Germany to impose the desired ben. 
inis policy interferes with and subverts the rules of international trade and 


tne life ef the countries concerned, wnile at 
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activities wnicn ere basic t 

wne sam2 time it has serious economic effects on the merchant shipping of other 

meacions, which, in order te maintain its rights in international traffic, has 

nad τὸ compete with the heevily subsidized merchant fleet of the United States. 
"The United Stetes cCecrevary of State, taxing adventege of the presence 

cz heacs of missions in the Assexbly of the United Netions, has devoted whole 
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nference, a blatant conspiracy against ovr country, which he will have 

with the Letin American Foreign Ministers at no other plece then the offices 

of the Steve Department in Washington. And he publicly announces the intention 

of the United States to make use cf ships and eircraft belonging to Latin 

American countries for the Purpose of keeping 8 wetch on the coasts or Cuba. 
"ALL this is supposed to be for the militery protection of the United 

states and the political protection of the Letin American Governments from 

vhe peril cf subversion, whereas in the Consress resolution itseif it is 

stated thas support will be given to the counter-revolutionaries; that is, 

. policy of subversion egainst the Goverrment of Cuba is officially proclaimed, 

as well as 8 policy of force giving us to understand that there will be 

military action also. 
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"Woich country practises subversion end which is the victim of it? Whien 
is a threat to the security of the other? Which is threatened by this danger? 
The United States, which organized the invasion of April 19617 Guatemala, 
where the mercenaries vere trained? Nicaragua, where they sterted from? Or 
Cuba, where they landed? How can the United States justify its actions, its 
threats and its policy in theeyes of the world? 

"It is equally senseless to threaten e direct armed attack in the event 
of Cuba strengthening itself militarily to e degree which the United States

"We have not the least intention of renderings account to or of consulting 

the ‘distinguished' mexnbers of the United States Senate and House of 

Representatives about the arms wnicn we see fit to acquire and the steps to 

be taken to defend sur ccuntry proverly, ‘ust as we did not consult them or 

ase Tor their permission in resard t+ the tyne of arms end the metsures we 

adornted to destroy the invaders 42

"If the United Stutes was in a position to give to Cuba effective and 
satisfactory guarantees with respect to our territorial integrity, and if it 
abandoned its subversive and counter-revolutionary activities against our 
people, Cuba would not need to strengthen its defences; it would not even need 
an army; and we snould be only too gled to use the resources required for that 
purpose in the economic and cultural development cf our people. 

"Cuba has always been willing to hold discussions with the United States 
Government and to carry out on its side any agreement reached, should it meet 


with an equal disposition, on the part of the United States to reduce tension 


and improve relations.

"We publicly indicated our willingness to dco so in April of last year, 
even after the invesion. The United States Government turned e deaf ear, 
and continued its hostile end agrressive policy. That, nowever, cid not 
weaken tne Revolution; on tne contrary, @gsression and harassment have only 
strengtnened it. It cannot be smashed. Ail the gold of Washington and all 
Washington's power end Long exmerience in subversion have been unatle to 


alter this unchangeable reality. Ὁ would nave been much more intelligent

“Cuba would even have ceen able to compensate the United States 
citizens and interests affected by tue revoluticnary laws i 
ned been willing to nesctiete on a basis of respect for the wisnes, dignity 
and sovereignty of tne Cuban peceple.

"The fruits of this dirty policy could ἢ have boen more disastrous 
for United States prestice. It is a case of Golietn defeated by David. 

"Te joint resolution of the United Stetes Congress is a barefaced 
declaration of its intention to return to its banefiwl policy, and nas such 
serious implications tnat the Council of Ministers of the Revolutionary 
Government of Cuba must address to the world this urgent warning of the 
danger, presented by this criminel threat, to the peace of the continent end 
the globe. 

"Faced with this sad fact and the imminence of the danger we roint out, 
Cuba also procleims its right to defend its scevereignty. In order to defend 
its independence against imperialist aggression, Cub2 has been obliged,

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"In the presence of this clear danger of direct armed aggression by the 
Government of the United States, and given the joint resolution of the United 
States Congress authorizing such aggression, the Cuban people is again making 
ready to combat it. 

"We warn the Government of the United Stctes, the United States Congress 
and the President tnat they have to do with ea pecple which is not unprepared 
but which is alert, standing firm et its combat stations, and ready to defend 
our national independence and sovereignty house by heuse and inch by inch. 

"The Cuban people is prepared to fight for its Revolution to the last 
man, firmly convinced as it 15 of the rightness of the great nistoric tasx 
which it is carrying out. The reasons which inspire the people of Cupa to 
perform this mighty task are so weighty that no threat, no ect of agsression, 
however formidable, can break its f.snting spirit or sap its resistance. 

"The jJcint resolution of the United States Congress clearly reveals an 
irresponsibility in its leaders, an unprincipled policy, reactionary end 
fascist conception of international relations, end symptoms of a degeneracy 
and decadence in system and in statesmen, thet in no wise recall the greatness 
of those Americans who once drafted the historic Declaration of Philadelphia, 
and of the race from whicn the immortal words of the Gettysburg Speech 
proceeded. The United States politiciens and the agsressive, imperialist 
groups of men who incited President Kennedy to embark on the Playa Girén 
adventure prevered by the previous Administration are the same who are now, 
once more, encoureging him to engage in e new eggressive adventure, and whose 
judgement has in no wey been improved by the disaster which only yesterday 
involved him in failure and ridicule. 

"The United States Congress forgets that the balance of powex in the 
world-hes-changed consideradly.and.that today the imperialist countries can 
no longer, with impunity, repeat the policy of conquest, genocide and 
barbarity which Hitler, in his mad ambition for dominion, once attempved. 

"They likewise discount the significance and sincerity of the 
expressions of solidarity which have been addressed to Cuba, both with 
respect to.the creative work of its people and the drama and glory of its 
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final struggle ror independence. They afPect not only tc Jgnore the heroic 
decisions of the people of Cuba end its own capecity for defence, but to 
minimize the reali and concrete fact of this solidarity, under-estinating 
the convincing force of the declaration made by the Government of the 
Soviet Union to the effect that it would Purnish the necessary assistance 
to Cuba end to any other peaceful State in the event of aggressicn. 

such es thet inspiring the statement cf the Soviet Government, with the 
cenazegic, purely bleckmailing attitude cf imperialist politicians whe 
from the worst motives, and even for the purpose of gaining votes, provore 
+he United States Government to actions whereby aggressicn against our 
ecuntry will endanger world peace. 

"the United States rulers also fail to realize that any new τὰ 
aggression against our nation would have consequences not confined to cur 
territory alone, but would this time lead te e conflict which would have 
eatastropnic results for the Unitec States. 

"In view of the joint resolution, the Council of Ministers of tne 
Revolutionary Government of Cuba again reaffirms the peacerul intentions 
cf the Cuban pecple end serves warning tnat neither our pecple nor the 
Cuban Cxvernment τ 1 be responsible for anything which msy happen as a 
result of the eggr:ssion, against our nation, that has been authorized. 

"Tt is the President cf the United States, its Congress, the leaders 
of its imperialist policy, the military men in the Pentagon and the 
international conspiretors of the CIA who will have to as ume, before 
story end the world, the grave responsibility for anything which may 
nappen as 8 result of the criminal aggression against Cuba, that they are 
advocating. Qa their drowsy consciences rests, todey, the weight of this 
responsibiiity. 

"The people cf Cuba desires peaceful coexistence on this continent; 
put at the seme time, alert and resolute, it is preparing to defend the 
independence of its country and to safeguard the integrity of its territory. 
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
